Resumption 
Of Bombing 
Is Advised 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —Gen. 
Earle G. Wheeler Wednesday 
said he will recommend a 
resumption of bombing in 
North Viet Nam if Hanoi 
continues to ignore U. S. peace 
overtures, 

The chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, returning from 
Saigon, also said B52 bombers 
should be used in raids on 
North Viet Nam “if necessa- 
ty.” So far B52s have been 
used only in South Viet Nam. 

“T assume that after a proper 
period of observation and 
opportunity, if there is no 
desire to negotiate in Hanoi, we 
will resume the military 
operations necessary to bring 
the war to a successful 
conclusion,” Wheeler told news- 
men after his arrival from 
honolulu. 

Wheeler placed no time limit 
on the “peace lull.” He said it 
was “too early to tell” whether 
the North Vietnamese were 
taking advantage of the pause 
to increase their forces in South 
Viet Nam. 

Asked if North Viet Nam had 
stopped sending men and 
equipment to South Viet Nam, 
Wheeler said: “The answer to 
that is definitely no.”
